SPRAGUE MURDER 


Edwin H, Knight Faced Judge 


and Jury Today 


HE ENTERED PLEA OF NOT GUILTY 


Jury was Selected Before Noon Time. Story 


of the Mysterious Crime at South Ber- 


mick Junction. Coroner's Jury 


Saco, 
Maine, Feb. 5—Edwin 
H. 


Knight was pieced on trial today for 
the murder of Fannie Spragua. 


He pleaded not guilty. 
The jury was selected befiore noon. 


Fannie Sorasue was murdered in a 


barn on the old F. J. Knight farm near 
South Berwick Junction, May'l, 1900, 
and the body was found under a heap 
of rubbish which had been set oni firs, 
attention having been attracted by the 
smoke. The farm is one of the largest, 
and for many years was one of the most 
productive in the town, but at the time 
of the tragedy f.'as unoccupied. 


Samuel Locke, an aged widower, who 


followed the cobbler's trade in Dover, 
N. H., was triven free rental of the 
bouse in) order to keep the insurance 
in florce. Fannie Sprague, whose hus- 
band was dead, was his housekeeper. 


The finding oc the murdered woman's 


body in the unusued barn was the re- 
sult of a somewhat seeuliar circum- 
tance, and had not F. J. Knight, the 
former owner of the property, been enf- 
gaged in building a bridge across a 
brook that day, the fact that the wo- 
man's death was due to violence mie-ht 
never have become known. 
Kniffht, 


whose home is a tout a mile from his old 
farm, with a neighbor, George Warren, 
on May 1 had begun work on the bridge. 


Hot having planks enough, Knight re- 


marked that in the^celler of his old 
barn was just such a piece as he needed 
The men drove to the farm with 
Knight's horse, and as they entered the 
34ard they saw smoke, apparently com- 
ing from the o>~en space beneath the 
tie-up.' They found that the smoke was 
coming through cracks in the floor, and 
at onice rushed around to the large slid- 
ing Uront door vhich, it was known had 
stood partly open all through the spring 
They found the door closed and oft the 
tracks. Entrance finally was gained, 
and the men found a brisk fire burning 
ini one of the stalls. After a hard fight 
the blaze waa extinguished, and when 
the smoke cleared away they saw the 
body of a woman had been partly cov- 
ered by the burning pile. 


When the coroner arrived the mur- 


dered woman ".-as taken into the old 
farmhouse. Drs. C. P. Gerrish and E. 
D. Jacques, who had been called, found 
two ««un's on the throat. Oi» cut, 


about three inches In length, was not 
a particularly serious one, but the sec- 
ond was deeper ana severed the jugular 
vein. This wound was round, as if it 
had been made by the turning of a 
knife blade. The skull had been frac- 
tured by a blow flrom some sharp edged 
instrument. 
During the examination 


it was learned that the woman was 
pregnant. 


Coroner Ham immediately impanelled 


a Jury, ancTevfry day for nearly a week 
after the murder was committed, and 
at 'occasional intervals afterwards un- 
til the latter pr.rt of June, the inuuest 
was prolonged, but no verdict was 
reached. Many witnesses were exam- 
ined, the testimony being so voluminous 
as to fill nearly 200 typewritten sheets. 


Most of the testimony presented af- 


ter the preliminary session reflected to 
the alfrged acts of a prominent citizen 
of South Berwick, against whom the 
finger of suspicion had been! pointed. 
Four members of the jury; who had 
stood out to name a man, announced 
that they had receded from their stand1 
aflter three hours of discussion in the 
afternoon. "There was nothing else for 
us to do," one of the four said, "as the 
other two announced they would never 
return a verdict naming any person" 


Early Monday morning, December 24, 


Edwin H. Knight was arrested charged 
with the crime. He was taken at once 
to Berwick, where he was arraigned 
before Trial Justice Lord. He retained 
George d. Yeaton of South Berwick, as 
counsel. Knight waived the reading of 
the warrant, entered a plea of not 
guilty, and after a number of witnesses 
had been heard, the court held the pris- 
oner for the grand jury without bail. 
He was committed to the county jail 
at Alflred. 


Edwin H. Knight Is 41 years old, and 


for a number of years had been one 
of the most prominerit, weatlhy and 
highly respected citizens of the town. 
He owned a valuable farm, and also 
has been quita extensively engaged in- 
lumbering, having owned and operated 
several sawmills. He has been select- 
man of the town of South Berwick and 
has beenl chairman of the board. Both 
h« and hfs wife are members of the 
Christian church, at South Berwick. 
He has six children. Knight is a de- 
scendant of Griridal Knight, one ofl the1 
earliest settlers of this section.

ing to treat sick and injured persons. 


Thiat convicts in the state prison 


may be employed pn any part of the 
premises of said prison and an escape 
from such premises shall be deemed an 
escape from prison'. 


That sentences ofl imprisonment shall 


be computed from the date of com- 
mitment.

out at 3 o'clock te wreck a restaurant 
where liquor is also dispensed. 
There 


a free-for-all struggle between restau- 
rant people and wreckers was begun, 
•ind the greatest excitement prevailed 
for a time. 
Mrs. Nation was disarmed, 


but Bbeated orders to her followers to 
reopen tbe onslaught. 
The hatchet 


brigade was stampeded, however, and 
net another band was raised against 
the obnoxious restaurant. Mrs. Nation 
was led nway to the station on a charge 
of distttrbii* tbe peace, aud was fol- 
lowed by a jeering crowd. 


At a meeting of the Hatchet Brigade 


In the United Presbyterian church, Mrs. 
Nation announced that a raid would be 
jnado on a drag store and •*. joint to- 
iflay. 
Then came a conference and the 


determination to wreck a joint imme- 
diately. 
Surrounded by half a dozen 


women, all armed with hatchets, Mrs. 
Nation led the way down Kansas ave- 
nne. 
She was followed by thousands 


of people, who tramped behind and be- 
fore her In the derp snow, shouting like 
a mob wacu the Unique restaurant was 
reached. 


A fierce fight followed between the 


restaurant men and Mrs. Nation's de- 
fenders. 
Many personal encounters 


took place, but the police seemed with- 
out power to stop it. 
Finally, in de- 


spair, they arrested Mrs. Nation and 
,tOok her to jail. 
The crowd followed 


her, and the restaurant was left un- 
harmed. 
Mrs. Nation was not injured- 


At the police station Mrs. Nation was 


formally charged with disturbing the 
jpeace and her name was entered on the 
docket. 
She was informed that she 


Would have to report for trial, aud was 
then released on her owe recognition. 
She then held an impromptu prayer 
meeting in the police station, and de- 
livered a scathing address to the mem- 
bers of the police force present and 
t^utotefl the police, calling them cow- 
ards afraid to arrest anybody but wom- 
en and drunken men.

Tlie latest storm center in our rapid- 


ly expanding sphere of influence is 
Guanoco, in the state of Bermudez, 
Venezuela, the headquarters of the as- 
phalt compnay in South America. 


Venezuela revolted from Spanish rule 


in 1813 arid coutiuued Us existence as 
a republic of several small states until 
18S1, when It exchanged its form of 21 
states and territories for the present 
federal republic of eight large states, 
says a correspondent of the New York 
Post. From the gulf of Paria one may 
travel due south through any of the 
parallel waterways 
(called 
canals) 


which divide the swamps of the delta 
of tbe Orinoco and emerge on the wa- 
ters of the river Orinoco near or east of 
Barrancas. 


All communication in these regions is 


by tliese water routes. The Uatboat 
and tbe ctagout held their primitive 
'sway for centuries until tbe first steam 
launch appeared. Guanoco is reached 
through one of these western canals. 
Twelve years ago a carelul survey of 
tbe locality had been made to the 
"pitch lake,"' and the asphalt company 
had decided to send au expedition from 
Trinidad by a small steamer fitted to 
carry the needful tools aud supplies. 
The company holds a concession from 
the Venezuelan government permitting 
it to work the natural resources of the 
state for a term of 25 years and to 
make such improvements as shall seem 
desirable. Ultimately a permanent base 
was to be established at Guanoco, in 
the heart of a native swamp and jun- 
gle. It may be imagined that many 
difficulties must be overcome. After 
three years of labor the company fin- 
ished its railroad lines and a mill at 
the lake. 


The natives are a sturdy and well 


knit race (rather under medium height) 
and are good ax men and wood hewers. 
They make an efficient and willing 
corps of laborers, appearing always 
alert, intelligent and good natured and 
unspoiled by civilization. Here are a 
great variety of woods from the cork 
tree, which weighs apparently nothing, 
to the heavy "ballatta" or bullet wood. 
Many are fine cabinet wood of uu- 
usual grain figure. The ever present 
palms furnish roofs, ropes, hammocks 
and mattings. 
Cinchona, rubber and 


many trees bearing gums and was are 
abundant. 
Fruit is plenty, including 


cocoanuts, limes, avocado pears, gua- 
vas, bananas and plantains, besides 
many native berries and uuts. Vege- 
tables are well represented by the great 
variety of native yams and some tubers 
resembling our sweet potato. The cas- 
sava root-after supplying starch is baU- 
ed info flat, thin cakes about the diame- 
ter of a bicycle wheel and sold in pack- 
ages of a dozen or more, tied together 
with grass rope. Native cheeses equal- 
ly large are to be obtained here of fair 
quality. In the clearings good crops of 
cacao and coffee and vauilla can be 
grown on the rich soil. Cigars of na- 
tive leaf are sold in the vicinity for $2 
per 100, which for fine flavor outclass 
the 10 cent product of an average 
drug store. 


Venezuela has in addition to the 


asphalt and other resources mentioned 
natural wealth in metals, from tbe 
much sought gold to surface veins of 


• Iron.

Picturesque Career of tbe 


BOTTCPJ- Character. 


The late Steve Brodie, actor and al- 


leged bridge jumper, who recently died 
at San Antonio, for m£**s years was 
ns much a "sight" "of the Bowery as 
Suicide hall and the, adjacent "joints" 
of Chinatown, says Jjie New York 
Times. Born on the east pjde 43 years 
ago, he grew up \vita tiie locality and 
was a typical product of the Bowery. 
With State Senator Tim Sullivan and 
many others vrho have since won 
prominence Steve once sold newspa- 
pers and blacked shoes around city 
hall and the Bowery, his favorite 
haunt. 


His first newspaper mention came 


with his appointment to a lieutenancy 
in Captain Ayer's famous life saving 
corps organised oa the East river 
front. 
Steve, like every other street 


gamin of his day, was almost amphibi- 
ous and spent half his time in the wa- 
ters of the river. Many rescues were 
credited to him while still a youth, in- 
cluding two young women who fell off 
an excursion barge. 


A strong and daring swimmer, he was 


in uis element in the water, and a short 
•n liile later at Coney Island he rescued 
Miss Jennie Rhett, a-o actress who had 
ventured beyond her depth. Miss Rhett 
presented him with a gold locket for 
bis- bravery. 


Three years' later, in 1886, Steve 


reached the zenith of his career by 
persuading several 
newspaper men 


that he-jumped off-the Brooklyn bridge 
135 feet to the water below. Columns 
were published about "Steve Brodie, 
the daring bridge jumper," and upon 
the strength of this imaginery feal 
Steve waxed prosperous, joined theat- 
rical companies, touring the cne nighi 
stands, and gave imitations of his fa 
mous leap. 


In a short while be was able to open 


a "cafe" oa the Bowery near his old 
haunts, and this rapidly sprang into 
favor among the sporting element of 
that thoroughfare, bringing many coins 
to Steve's till. 


In 18Si> marvelous tales of Steve's 


shooting Niagara falls in a rubber suit 
were circulated throughout the coun- 
try. In 1898 he hoaxed the whole city 
with false reports of his death in the 
west. 
Some months ago he felt that 


his end was near, and, disposing of bis 
New York interests, ho went to Texas 
to "die in peace," as he expressed it. 
At St. Louis an admirer met him and 
asked him about his quest for health 
and his bridge jumping experience. 


"Well, young teller," replied Steve 


characteristically, "it's bard ter say, 
even if j er say it fast, but me time's 
corne. I've s<Jt the 'con' for fair, nud 
I'm as good as a dead corpse, BriJge 
Jumping? Say, you take an old fool's 
ad\ice. If ypr wnnter get off tue c.ir, 
just reach tip aud pull tlie stup and 
wait till it stops. Sec?" 


He leaves a wife, two daughters and 


a son. 


Brodie's methods of givinc; charity 


have attracted much attention. Dur- 
ing the hard times of 1S03 and 1804 he 
gave away bread, snti^iges and coffee 
to all applicants. All over the Bowery 
Le had distributed a tiauilbill rending 
ns follows: "Go to Stove Brcclic's, 114 
Bowery. CoCce and broad free. You 
don't have to buy a drink to set it. 
Twelve o'clock toni^lit. Every one wel- 
come." 
Thousands of homeless and 


penniless poor devils responded to tLis 
invitation. 


Once Steve Ftood in the doorway of 


his saloon and suv.- a number of work 
ing girls caught iu a suddeu shower 
A few tlays thereafter it was known all 
over New York that anybody uvght 
borrovi au uuKiri'Ua nt fcitove HrotiiL- ^ 
saloon without leaving a deposit.

In a paper on tbe anticipated tri- 


umphs of electricity during the next 50 
years T. C. Martin in Success for Feb- 
ruary declares that tto farmer, tbe 
chemist, the miner end tbo householder 
will be among the chief beuettcUrlrs, 
While railroad* will tiiucard steam for 
the third electric rail. He continue*: 


"Of course we shall see by electricity. 


Tbe telescope Is a beautiful apparatus, 
but antiquated in maay respect*. It is 
not unlikely that tbe electric beater 
and electric fan will be rivaled by 
mechanism creating the sensations of 
coolness and warmth snore subtly. Elec- 
tricity, while abolishing many outworn 
methods end predecessors, will, zr.ean- 
while, be refining upon itself. It will 
obtain much of Its supply of current 
directly from fuel without boiler, «n~ 
glne or dynamo. By present methods 
•we get only about 5 per cent from 
fuel of the possible energy in it, and 
our best bouse lights have an efficiency 
of only about 3 ?er cent. There lia 
two great problems for the twentieth 
century. Electricity will, however, fur- 
nish economical 'c*ld light' lamps, !n 
which no stick cr filament of carbon 
consumes. 
It will transmit without 


tangible circuits, it will .help to make 
tbe balloon as feasible and comicon^ 
place as the automobile!, but its nature 
bids fair to rest ia mystery, 


"The electrical nuccesses of the next 


50 years will depend upon men who 
bave been trained to be electrical en- 
gineers and inventors. The triumphs 
of the past 50 years have been achiev- 
ed entirely by men who have bad no 
electrical education In their youth and 
whose mastery of the five 'c's' of elec- 
tricity—copper, carbon, castings, coal 
and cascades—is due to their own ef- 
forts. 


"It is not rash to assume that tfie 


electrical inventions near at band will 
at least equal those in the past of 
Morse, Edison, Bell, S'omens, Kelvin. 
Tesla, Spragus and others of equal in- 
tellectual rank in their respective 
branches. 'The greater lies before.'"

Gold In Harbor Hindi, 


A carious discovery baa been made 


eluring tba dredging operations at the 
mouths of Morlya end Snoalbaven riv- 
ers in New So:=th Wales, says The Sci- 
«ntific American. 
TlMne rivers run 


through an auriferous dintrlct, and at 
tbe estuary sand bars and alluvium 
are deposited. This obstruction has to 
be constantly removed by dredgers in 
order to allow tbe channels of the riv- 
ers to be kept open for navigation. 
This mud wae taken ont to sea in hop- 
pers and discharged. A workman one 
day, Impressed by the curious nature 
of the soil, panned a little'off and waa 
surprised to find a small sediment of 
gold dust. He communicated his dis- 
covery to the authorities, and further 
Investigations proved that the alluvium 
was freely charged with this metal. It 
was therefore decided to extract thts 
gold, and the mud Is now run through 
an automatic gold saver before being 
dumped into the sea. It is anticipated 
that the quantity of gold recovered by 
this means will defray the total cost of 
the dredging operations.

It is proposed in the Catholic church 


to canonize Mother Elizabeth Seton a 
saint. Mother Elizabeth was the found- 
er of the order of the sisters of charity 
and was a native 'American- If canon- 
ized she will t>e the first American to 
be so immortalized. 


"Elizabeth Ann Seton was the daugh- 


ter of Dr- Richard Bayley, one of the 
famous old time New York physicians. 
He was long health officer of the port, 
and died on August 17, isoi, aged 56 
years, a victim of his official zeai. His 
tomb in the old cemetery at Port Rich 
roond, S- !•, recorded that "he was seiz- 
ed with a malignant flever, to which he 
fell a lamentable victim, and thus ter- 
minated a life of great usefulness." 


Miss Bayley was married by Bishcv 


Provost in 1709 to William M. Seton, a 
member of an old arid well reoutod 
Scotch family. They had four children. 
Mr. Seton died in Italy, December 27, 
1803, while abroad for his health, and 
the widow returned to New York, where 
she opened a school to support herself 
and her children. She became a convert 
to the Roman Catholic faith in 1805 and 
four years later removed to Baltimore, 
Md. She then resolved to attempt the 
formation of a iclig-ioug community, es- 
pecially devoted to the service of wo- 
men and children. The generosity of 
another convert, the Rev- Francis Coop 
er, enabled her to buy a farm at Em- 
mittsburg, Mel- Here, adopting the rule 
of St. Vincent de Paul, In vogue iri 
France before the revolution, she found 
ed in 1810 the Order of the Sisters of 
Charity. From thftt humble beginning 
it has Increasd and prospereS until it 
is now a vast association of pious wo- 
men mankgins schools, asylums and 
hospitals all over the United State.

Pacific Line Will Be Completed and 


Workinv on July »1, 1802. 


The postmaster general of Victoria 


announces that the tender of the Tele- 
graph Construction and Maintenance 
company of London has been accepted 
for laying the Pacific cable. The cost 
will be £1,705,000 ($8,735,367), the in- 
stallation and surveying «-ill cost £204,- 
000 ($092,760), making the total cost of 
the cable when completed £1,999,000 
($9, 728,133). 


The cable is to be completed and in 


working order by July 31, 1902, provid- 
ed the company is allowed to start lay- 
ing the Australian section first The 
Australian section comprises cables 
from the New South Wales and New 
Zealand coasts to Norfolk island and 
thence to Fiju The other section will 
be from Fiji to Fanning island and 
thence to Vancouver, British Columbia. 
When completed, it Is anticipated this 
cable will materially reduce the exist- 
ing charges to the United States. Late- 
ly The Age of Melbourne gave some in- 
teresting details about the cable which 
will bring Australia so much closer to 
the United State^, 


"The route decided upon is from Van- 


couver via Fanning or Palmyra island, 
Fiji and Norfolk island, with branches 
from the last named station to Auck- 
land, New Zealand and Queensland. 
The length of the cable over this route 
would be, allowing 10 per cent for 
'slack' actually1 used, 7,986 nautical 
miles— viz, Vancouver to Fanning is- 
land, 3,561 miles; Fanning island to 
Fiji, 2,093 miles; Fiji to Norfolk is- 
land. 901 miles; Norfolk island to 
New Zealand, 537 miles, and Norfolk 
island to Queensland, 834 miles. Some 
1,900 soundings over 500 fathoms in 
depth have been made, which relate di- 
rectly to the route along the bed of the 
ocean, the greatest depth being 3,200 
fathoms, but the general average much 
less. 


"It Is estimated that with the use of 


650 pounds of copper and 400 pounds of 
gutta percha 1,940,000 words might be 
transmitted in a year. Great Britain 
and Canada have agreed to defray five- 
ninths of the total cost, New Zealand 
one-eighth and New South Wales, 
Queensland and Victoria have pledged 
themselves to contribute the remainder 
between them. 


"As to the revenue to be derived 


from the cable, it is anticipated that 
the returns for the first year, on a 
tariff of 2s. (49 cents) a word, will be 
£109,807 ($534,376) and that by tlu> 
fourth year of its working the cable 
will become a paying concern. It lias 
been proposed to charge 3s. (73 cents) a 
word for rues-sages right through— -th.it 
Is, crossing Canada and the Atlantic, 
in addition to tlie Pacific— and 2s. (49 
cents) for the Pacific cable section."

Third Rail Company Explains Its Plans 


in Cheshire Today. Wants Encour- 


agement to Form Company 


for Local Road 


The selectmen of the town of Adams 


met yesterday afternoon, and as was ex 
pectej voted to grant the petition of 
the Hoosae Valley street railway com- 
pany for the right to extend its tracks 
to the Cheshue to\»u line. This alows 
the company to build the extension to 
Cheshire Harbor next season, which 
will be done. It is believed to fix the 
Hoosac Valley company as the only 
company v,hich will enter Adams, and 
to mean that any company bunding 
from the south will not be able to come 
past the Cheshire nn-e, meeting the 
Hoosac Valley company there, or if the 
Cheshire selectmen give the local road 
a right of way, connecting at Cheshire 
village. 


No provision has as yet been made 


for the building of the bridges, but this 
will probably come up at the town 
unvoting. 


The next etep in the matter of street 


railway extension rests with Cheshire. 
Th Hoosac Valley company's petition 
for a right of way in that town remains 
in the hands of the selectmen to be 
acted on, and this afternoon an infor- 
mal hearing was given in Cheshire to 
the representatives of the Third Rail 
block system company of Springfield, 
which wants to run through the county 


There was present for the company 


President A. L. Bush and Secretary C. 
W. Skiff, and there was a large attend- 
ance of Cheshire people, who are great- 
ly 
interested in the street 
railway 


problem as it now stands. 
Selectman 


Dean and Farnum were present. 


The representatives of the company 


stated that while they had no company 
'organized for the Berkshire road, the 
capital was assured, and that all that 
was wanted to enable the promoters to 
go ahead 
was 
encouragement 
from 


Cheshire. Th< y have so far done lit- 
tle in t£e other towns, as they recojr- 
'nized that Cheshire was the key to the 
whole situation, and they wanted to 
make sure of that town first. There will 
be a chance for local capital in the com- 
pany if is is desired when the stock is 
dipposed of. 


The system of the company has a 


third rail about 12 inches high, protect- 
ed by a hood covering of creosoted wood 
The blocks are from a quarter of a 
mile to three miles in length, each block 
being charged separately, so that when 
there is no car on the block there is 
ro electricity in the third-fail. They 
drew a sharp distinction between their 
third rail and what is called the "dead- 
ly third rail," which is unprotected. 


Cars can attain a speed of 60 miles 


an hour on this system, but the speed 
between Cheshire and Pittsfleld would 
l-,e about 25 or 30 miles an hour. 


The representatives said that if they 


could build a line from this city to 
Fittsneld, the fare would be ^0 cents, 
10 cents from Cheshire to either city. 
The might make arrangements for rent 
ing their power, but if this could not 
be done, the power house would be 
built at Cheshire. The Trolley .system 
would be used in towns and on bilgh- 
ways,' the third rail being used along 
private land. The hearing lasted an 
hour and a half. 


In connection with the 
Pittsfield 


street railway company's plans, the 
company has n'o^w practically reached 
an agreement with Lenox, whereby the 
company is to extend south to that 
town. 


SERIOUS ASSAULT CASE 


Jamet Maxwell, Recently Out of Prisoi 


Attacks Yeung Woman. he!J 


for Grand Jury 


Miss Martha GatRllck, the 18 years 


old daughter ot Man-is Gatsllck, was 
assaulted orJ Porter street la.te yester- 
day afternoon by James Maxwell. Sev- 
eral men were near by, and saw the as- 
sault, and Maxwell was forced to run 
to escape immediate capture by them, 
so that the young woman escaped in- 
jury beyond the shock. Maxwell was 
captured within half an hour of the 
time of the assault by Officer Bowes 
and landed in /ie police statiorf. 


In court this morning Maxwell was 


charged with assault with intent to 
rape. He pleaded not guilty, and the 
cas'a was heard.

Chief Dinneen, Officer Eowes, 
Albert Dalmaxo, William Lee and W. J 
McNeill, Jr., tho latter three being men 
v/ho were ntear the place of the assault. 
They tolc! the story of it as given below 


Maxwell took the stand in his own 


de.'tense, and said that he ivas so drunk 
that he had to run to keep on his feet, 
and that while running past the young 
woman, he fell tg-ainst her and kntocked 
her over accH<;ntally. The details of 
his story were in many respects absurd 
and he was huld for the grand jurv 
under bonds of 
$1000, in default of 


which he went to jail. 


The assault occurred as Miss Gat- 


slick was on her way 
down Porter 


street, to the hcme ofl Miss McCarthy, 
the dressmaker. She noticed Maxwell 
following her if>r some distance, and 
once he passed her, waiting then for 
her to repass him. His actions •were 
so suspicious as to alarm her, ard she 
lowered the umbrella which she waa 
carrying. She had not gone far down 
Porter street when Maxwell seized her. 
She struck him a heavy blow over the 
head with the umbrella as he did so, 
but he succeeded in throwing her down 
and besan to choke her. 


There were several men near by, anil 


they ran 
to> h*.r assistance. Maxwell 


was frightened, and ran, n'arrowly es- 
caping being punished by one or two 
of his pursuers. 
Maxwell succeeded 


in getting away, and word was tele- 
phoned to the police station. 
Officer 


Bowes drove quickly to the scene in the 
team of the water works department ' 
which waa 
fortunately standing in 


front of the station, and saw Maxwell 
some distance jiway. 
Whem Maxwell 


saw the officer he started to run, and 
went up the hillside into the woods 
absve the normal school. Officer Bowes 
followed and soon overtook and cap- 
tured Maxwell. The latter started to 
fight and the tr'p down the hill waa a 
lively onte. Both officer and 3&rison*r 
flsll over a cliff a number of feet hi»h, 
but on account of the snow neithpr 
was Injured, a)id the officer soon '/Td 
his man asain. This time h and nun's 
were put on, and Maxwell was taken 
to the police station.

on just aboiit a year ago, after serving 
12 years for r'a'pii committed In Briggs- 
vHle In 1887, the case arousing great 
excitement In th's vicinity at the time.

! away with alir-rse that was hitched on 
i Center jstreefc? He was soon captured, 


j however, an« was finted $15 for illegally 


I taking a horse. Later he was arrested 


i for drunkenness, and fined $5. He serv-

money. 


Maxwell is 32 years old, and was max- 


rled before his'tfrst crime, but his wifte 
died while he was in state prison. He 
had been drinking yesterday, but was 
not drunk. - \

Alexander Walker .the surveyor, who 


CLM spent a great part or his life In 
Scotland, has contributed a few remin- 
iscences of the life of Queen Victoria 
and the royal family. In 1851 he had 
•otrie surveying inventions on exhibi- 
tion at the sxprtitlon that year in Lon- 
uon. In July of that year he was en- 
caged to conduct the Scotch dance mu- 
0lc at Guild hall in London, where 
there was a r*ilierln» of som* 1700 of 
the nobility of Great Britain and also 
several members of the royal flarailyi 
The court dresses at the ball were ex- 
ceedingly grand. In 1867 while acting 
as reporter for the Banffshire Journal, 
a north of Scotland weekly paoer, he 
was present at a meeting of the tenant- 
ry of Glenbucket, which was given to 
•welcome their proprietors, Earl of Fife 
son of Lord SlacDuff, who had at tliat 
time attained h's majority. He was at 
that time introduced to the lord as a 
scribe of the ores*. Mr. Walker was so 
favorably impressed by his kindly and 
sensible talks with his tenantry that 
on the same night ha composed a tune 
entitled "Lord MacDufTs welcome to 
Glenbucket." He mailed the same to 
his address at Duff house. In a few 
days he secured a letter flrom his Iwd- 
shlp thanking him for the very nice 
piece of music. This letter Mr. Walker 
has in his scrap book for which he has 
had several t.^mptlnj offers. 
A few 


years after this instance, the Earl of 
Fife died and Lord MauDuff was made 
Earl. Soon after the title of Duke of 
Itfe was conferred onl him and a few 
years ago he married the eldest daugh- 
ter of the Priuce of Wales. When a 
boy from 13 to 14 years of ase Mr. 
•Walker took u« the study of the violin 
and later he played many times for 
royal families. While in the employ- 
ment of Sir Charles Forbes, baronet, 
grandfather -of the present baronet ofl 
Newe, from 1852 to 1870, he had many 
chances of being near the seat of roy- 
alty, Balmoral. Sir Charles every year, 
with some 130 or so of his tenantry, and 
bis grown up sons, in full Highland 
coetume. carrying swords and spears, 
marched across the mountain roads to 
Balmoral. Mr. Walker acted as quar- 
termaster of the forces and on several 
occasions had opportunity of seeing and 
waiting upon the royal family.

Walker exprespes himselfi as 
beinfe 


much pleased with the treatment which 
he -had received from the royal f amiliea 
and as being veiy much grieved at the 
queen's death.

"The Apache Indians had a hard nut. 


to crack wheE they got hold of our pay-, 
master's safe," said the ex-sergeant ofi 
cavalry who was asked about his experi- 
ences in Arizona. "On this particular 
trip I was detailed with six men to es- 
cort him. He aud bis clerk rode in an 
ambulance drawn by mules, and of 
course the escort were mounted.- We 
were in camp one night between two( 
forts when we were jumped by at least; 
100 Indians. 
They killed two men be- 


fore we got out, and of course the am- 
bulance was left in their hands. 


"The paymaster's safe contained about 


97,000 in greenbacks. It weighed some- 
thing like 400 pounds and worked with 
a combination. 
None of the redskins 


had ever examined one at close quar- 
ters before, but they all knew what it 
was hauled about from post to post for, 
and of course they were anxious to get 
hold of the money. They first pounded 
off the knob with stones, thinking the 
door could then be pried open. It was a 
failure, of course, and than they tried 
their tomahawks on the chilled steel, 
hoping to cut a hole in it. 
They had 


seen iron softened by fire, and the thii-d 
inoTe was to give that safe a three 
hours' roasting. Luckily for Uncle Sam 
It was fireproof. They threw big rocks 
upon it while it was still hot, and it was 
dented here and there, but they were as 
far fr«m the money as ever.

Andrew Carnegie talked the other 


nlffht ia the Fifth Avenue Baptist 
church to the Bible class of John D. 
Eockefellcr, Jr., of which he is an hon- 
orary member, ears the New York Her- 
ald. 
He told tbe youthful audience 


what amusements were best calculated 
to improve them mentally and physic- 
ally. It *as hardly Bible class instruc- 
tion, and maay followers of the Bap- 
tist faith might, not regard it as ortho- 
dox, but the young men found it advice 
after tbeir owa hearts. 


Mr. Carnegie took for his theme 


"Amusements For Young Men," and 
he told of the things which in bis expe- 
rience he had found to be of the most 
benefit. Ha began with the Infant's 
rattle and proceeded through the seven 
ages of man. He said that one of the 
uses of games was to divert the mind 
and to exercise tbe brain cells in a dif- 
ferent manner from that to which they 
had been accustomed during tbe day. 
He recalled how often he had seen 
Gladstone playing backgammon. He 
played one game nearly every evening 
and sometimes two, said Mr. Carnegie. 


"I am especially fond of games of 


chance," he continued, "for in them is 
an element of surprise. Cards, back- 
gammon and such games exercise the 
ingenuity, and they never come out ex- 
actly the same. Chess Involves a rival- 
ry and a competition. It is a struggle. 
Billiards I like best of all, for it is exer- 
cise for the body as well as recreation 
for the mind." 


Mr. Carnegie was about to proceed 


to another branch of his subject when 
be suddenly checked himself. 


"I wish to say right here," he said, 


"that 1 do net believe in wagering and 
gambling connected with games of 
chance. Gambling implies getting some- 
thing for nothing. Why should a man 
take the valuables and the property of 
Us friend as the result of a game? 
Gambling is certainly deotoralizing. 


"I attach great importance to the 


theater as a means of amusement. 
There are, of course, In these days 
many bad plays, but there are also 
many good ones. I shall never forget the 
night when for the first time I heard 
the strange, mysterious rhythm of the 
language of Shakespeare. I was work- 
Ing as a messenger boy then, and It 
was a strange thing that we boys al- 
ways bad a message for the manager 
of a certain theater just about the time 
tuat the curtain rose. Frequently mes- 
sages bad been in our pockets for a 
while, but such things are bound to 
happen. 


"We were always permitted to go, up 


Into the gallery after we bad attended 
to our mission. It was not long after 
I heard the words of Shakespeare that 
I bought a copy of the works of the 
great dramatist and studied them, as I 
have been doing ever since. I found it 
helpful in my youth to have one of 
those Shakespeare calendars 
from 


which I could tear a leaf each day. 
When I got a thought from Shake- 
speare I made it my friend. There are 
many other thoughts one may have 
constantly at hand. He may know the 
great men of the world by turning to 
the shelves of his library. Those men 
are never out, and they never have en- 
gagements elsewhere. 


"Go to tbe concerts which the best 


musicians say are good. If you do not 
appreciate music at first you cannot 
but learn. 


"Speaking of the amusements which 


call for physical exercise, I would 
recommend baseball and lawn tennis. 
Football? 
I do not approve of any 


game in which men struggle with each 
other when they are down. 
Then I 


should like to mention another game of 
Scottish origin. 


"Scotland has given two great boons 


to humanity — the Shorter Catechisia 
and the game of golf. I am a victim 
of golf. I was converted to it when I 
heard that Balfour had gone to the 
north of Scotland, where the opportu- 
nities for playing golf were good. Then 
I believe in the games which can be 
played in the home. I think that whist 
is no inconsiderable provision for old 
age." 


Mr. Carnegie said that, so far as as- 


sociation was concerned, the young 
meu of today would be benefited by as- 
sociation with those who said "No, 
thank you," when invited to smoke or 
drink. He advised his hearers to asso- 
ciate with young men who did not tell 
stories which they would be ashamed 
for their mothers to hear. 


Mr. Carnegie said that there was 


rarely such a thing as friendship be- 
tween men and women. 
"A woman," 


said he, "wants all or nothing. Every 
young man falls in love with a woman 
older than bo is. The best thing is to 
fall in love with a woman 20 or 30 
years your senior and then have her as 
your friend." 


John D. Rockefeller, Jr., made a brief 


speech, in which he thanked tbe speak- 
ers for tbe interest which they had tak- 
en in tbe class and in tbe young men 
who composed It. The other speakers 
were Colgate Hoyt and J. M. Forbush 
of New York city. Dr. William W. Keen 
of Philadelphia and Charles Miller of 
Pittsburg.

The brave station agent 
is an old man now, and one of his legs is 
shorter than the otlier — the one that wat 
shot that night. The baby, having re- 
covered from her severe tussle with colic 
and paregoric, is now ono of the most 
charming ft omen in a western city.

The snows of 40 
winters have fallen upon his wife's hair.

to How Burglars Reach- 


ed Pittsfield 


LAWYER TAYLOR'S STATEMENT 


Sums up Evidence Secured Through 


Visits to Members oi Wire Gang. 


Family Pleased With Results 


of the Lawyer's Trip 


Mrs. 
K. L. Fosburs and Seneca M. 


Taylor of St. Louis, returned to Pitts^ 
fleld last evening from Taunton,, where 
they visited the jail and interviewed 
Hackett. Smith and Patterson of the 
"\va-e gang." Hackett was the only 
member who would talk, and he fold of 
the visit of the members of the gang to 
the Zylonite works at Adams on tht 
night of August 19, and of the details 01 
the robbery of that place, which have 
already been published. 


Mr. Taylor in speaking of the case in- 


dicatsd that the defense would prob- 
ably admit that the "wire" grans was at 
Zyl'onite on the night of the murder, 
but that they had a team, and while 
two of them remained at the mill all 
night, the other two, probably Quinn 
and Ely, drove to Pittsfield, 16 or 17 
miles away, committed the Fosburg 
murder and rejoined the other two in 
the morning. The gang is shrewd 
sncug-h, he feels, to see clearly that 
:hey have a handle to establish an alibi 
with, and they are using it as far as 
aossible. He says he thinks that they 
lave succeeded in hoodwinking the 
Pittsfield police in this way, and feels 
sure from their nervous manner that 
Lhey have something to conceal. 


Detective Arthur Sherman of Cen- 


tral Falls. R. I., who ran down the wire 
;ang and captured five of its- members, 
vill visit Pittsfield and confer with the 
nembers of the Fosburg family and 
-lawyer Hibbard the last Of the week, 
laving been engaged by the family to 
vork on the case. 
Mr. Taylor last evening gaive out the 


"ollowing statement: 


"After my untiring efforts to trace 


the movements 'of the so-called wire 
^ang I am convinced, as are detective 
Haberlin and William Hackett, one of 
:he members of the gang, that the men 
•vho entered the Fosburg house were 
"Juinn and Ely, and here let me make 
this prophecy, that the day will come 
A-hen light will be shed On this case; 
.vhen the perpetrator 
of this crime 


'hall be known: when the stain will be 
taken from the reputation of Kobert 
jte-wart Fosburg. 


"And 
when that day comes Ely and 


Quinn will be found guilty 'of the mur- 
der of May Fosburg. 


"Whatever we may say while this in- 


dictment stands against Robert S. Fos- 
burg, the chief of police will make no 
move toward arresting or convicting 
the men who are guilty of the crime. 
Why? 


"Because to arrest any others would 


be tantamount to an admission that the 
arrest and indictment 'of ijobert Stew- 
art Fosburg was utterly unjust. 


"So, unless evidence can be found 


vv-hich shall be so clear as to demfln- 
sitrate absolutely the guilt of any 
others, whatever steps are taken by us 
to run d'own the guilty persons will re- 
ceive no cooperation on the part of the 
officers' of this county tor the chief of 
police, but they will throw a wet blan- 
ket on every effort tending toward this 
end." 


R. L. Fosburg said todav\ that the 


family were much pleased with the re- 
sults of the trip. He, with H. S. Plumb, 
both denied the statements in morning 
papers that Officer Chapman was de- 
nied admission to the house when he 
arrived after the murder. Mr. Fosburg 
toclay spoke to Chief Nicholson about 
the wire gang, and was told-that two 
detectives had investigated this matter 
for the state. 


It has become evident that the prose- 


cutiorJ is going to make a strong point 
in its case of an ayeged discovery that 
young Mrs. Fosburg's night dress was 
badly torn ani that her room was in 
disorder when outsiders first arrived on 
the scene the night of the tragedy. As 
it has not been claimed by the Fosburgs 
that the young woman took any part in 
the struggle, r.oi that there was any 
disturbance in her room, this, if proved, 
would make a strong point in the 
stato's theory. Young Mr. Fosburs 
"tates that th's story is entirely un- 
true. If his wife's dress was torn in 
any way, he says, it must hav* been 
rJ her getting up suddenly when the 
burglars alarmed her. Young Mr. Fos- 
burg also demps the intimation that 
he had been drinking on that evening 
and was carried home on' the night of 
the shooting. He was at home all that 
night, and, though th« story was quite 
orevalent at the time, he says it is 
erJtirely untrue. 


Robert L. Fosburg and Chief of Police 


Nicholson yesterday had their first con- 
versation since the arrest of Kobert 
Stewart Fosburar on the charge of kill- 
ing his sister. They acldentally met on 
North street and had an earnest talk. 
Neither will tsll what was said. 


Ceputy Sheriff Pilon was in Pittsfleld 


yesterday to consult with the police 
about the wire theives' band. He sa;d 
that QuinrJ is not in Seattle or any 
other part of thp far west, but in New 
ICnglo-iiJ, and i_an be fuund If the police 
will go to work in the proper way. 


Pilon is positive that the band that 


Quinn was with went to Stateline and 
to Pittsfleld v)iile Ely was with the 
band that went up the Housatonlic road 
and thence to this city.
